relief. At the same-time, 


Congress was passing “‘No- 


work, no welfare- legislation,” 
which forces black people to 
accept slave labor jobs at 
less than a living wage. 

Throughout the ‘nation, 
the-biack-child-was-caught-in 
a racist political fight on the 
educational front. While 
Nixon and Wallace joked 
about “bus or no bus” im- 
plementation, black children 
Starved for a relevant black 
education. 

The issue is not whether 
black children will be in- 
tegrated or bussed, but 
whether black children will 
ever learn to read and under- 


oppression of black people, 
Such understanding implies 
the development of skills and 
techniques necessary to 
throw off.the yoke of op- 
pression imposed by the 
slave master. 

Yes, conditions grew more 
oppressive in the United 
States, and even more so on 
the African continent. Kwame 
Nkrumah remained exiled in 
Guinea after being over- 
thrown by the American CIA 
and. the British Secret Ser- 
vice: Our brother Obote was 
also, forced into exile as the 
peoples leader in Uganda. 

Conditions grew worse in 
Zimbabwe (Rhodesia) where 
fascist Britian made a pact 
with the Smith Bandits, 
giving them control over the 
Zimbabwe people for the 
next 100 years. Life grew 
even worse for the brothers 
in South Africa. 

The Hitler-like Vorster 
government of South Africa 
grows stronger every day as 
a result of: American 
economic and military aid. 
Aiierica has some 300 in- 
dustries now in South Africa, 
with an investment of more 
than $900 million. It is the 
plan that South Africa, as the 
puppet for America, will one 
day control the entire 
southern part of the African 
continent, including the 
Congo.

The American and. European 
exploiters redoubled their ef- 
forts in trying to maintain 
colonial control over black 
people. in spite of all of this, 
there were some major 
breakthroughs,

CMACAO’s Credit Union 
Cites Three Year Growth 


There's a lot of rhetorie 
these days about people con- 
trolling their own destiny 
but not much action. The 
Federal Credit Union of the 
Columbus Metropolitan Area 
Community Action 
Organization (CMACAO) is 
an exception as 1971 marked 
@ steady movement toward its 
ultimate goal of proyiding 
lower income residents of 
Franklin County with the 
means to control their own 
financial destiny. 

The CMACAO Federal 
Credit Union is unique in that 
(t specializes. in granting 
loans lo low-income 
residents who are too often 
unable to qualify for loans at 
other lending institutions. 
“The high point of last year 
was when we were granted 
the share insurance,” said 
Jim Crawford, general 
manager and treasurer of the 
Credit Union, “but we also 
continued to grow as we 
have ‘since we were first 
established in March, 1969." 

According to Crawford, by 
the end of 1971, the Credit 
Union had made a total of 
950 loans worth over 
$700,000. The limit for a 
signature loan is. $200; if an 
individual has collateral or a 
co-signor, he may receive a 


__loan_up' to $300. The interest 


rate on these loans is one 
percent per month on the un- 
paid balance. 

The share insurance which 
was granted by the National 
Credit Union Administration 
gives full protection to mem- 
bers' savings and deposits of 
Up t6~ $20,000. Although it's 
specifically designed for 
credit unions, according to 
Crawford, it’s very difficult for 
low-income credit unions to 
obtain. “We worked a long, 
hard time to get that in- 
surance,” Crawford declared, 
“and a lot of people have a 
right to be proud of it.” 

With this new insurance, 
the Credit Union will be 
working to secure larger 
deposits from the community 
in 1972. “We'll be focusing 


cellent. 


especially on businesses,” 
Crawtord stated. “Now that 
we have this extra protection, 
I'm hopeful that we'll be able 
to interest other 
organizations and:institutions 
in making deposits with us 
this year.” 

In addition to making 
loans, the Credit Union also 
otters a variety of other ser- 
vices.—‘We try to counsel 
every individual who comes 
to..us__ about... money 
management,” Crawford ex- 
plained, ‘Sometimes people 
comt ot us for a loan and 
they really don't need one, 
They just need to learn to 
manage their financial 
resdirces better.” 

Crawford -also explained 
that the Credit Union serves 
as an advocate for the poor 
in a vareity of credit coun- 
seling situations. : 

“We're continually 
engaged in a mass 
educational task,"’ Crawford 
said, “because a lot of 
people have negative at- 
titudes toward low income 
credit unions, and tew people 
really understand how they 
operate. Too many people 
don't understand that if they 
don't save money here, then 
we don't have any money to 
lend them when they want a 
loan.” rar Sea vee 

The general manager was 
especially pleased with the 
current status of the Credit 
Union. “It's running very 
smoothly,” he stated, “and 
our record keeping is ex- 
That's one area 
where a lot of credit unions 
have=probiems,”* He also 
cited the reserve, fund ‘that's 
in good shape. “We've come 
far enough now that our 
board of directors will be 
looking into the possibility of 
granting dividends later in 
this year 

Ultimately, according to 
Crawford, the Credit Union 
hopes to become a viable 
agent in creating oppor- 
tunities for the disadvantaged 
by providing seed money for 
economic development

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State Pay Raise Bill Won't

The state -pay-raise- bit! 
passed by the Ohio Senate 
last week has been branded 
as a “fat-cats bill designed to 
give excessive benefits to 
some of the Governor's 
favorites and failing to 
adequately compensate many 
low paid public employees.” 

State Rep Kelth 
McNainara, (R-64th District), 
Made f.2 charges in a 
release just one day after the 
Senate passed the bill, which 
is estimated at costing’ the 
State an additional. $74 
million through June 30. 
1973, by a 30 to 0 vole. 

McNamara criticized the 
“across-the-board” pay raise 
measure which would in- 
crease all state employees a 
minimum of 10 per cent 

“Anyone who has been 
around state government 
~knows that some of our em- 
Ployees are already. overpaid 
and undgrworked,” 
Columbus lawmaker said, 
and added: ‘Others are 
dedicated public servants 
who could earn more in 
private industry: Giving both 
group equivalent wage in- 
creases is not fair to the em- 
ployees of the taxpayers." 

McNamara, chairman of 
the powerful House 
Reference Committe which 
assigns all bills to committee 
for public hearings, charged 
that the bill was ‘“‘steam- 
rolled through the Senate.”

_ ternational to make an Olympic team.,Esther pulled a muscle, 
at the 1968 and didn’t make it to the finals. At-15, she- 
was one of the youngest female runhers ever to participate 
in the Olympics. 

Miss Stroy admitted she had a farge number of 
chaperones to keep her in line. “I learned -quite a bit from 
them,” she said. 

“At the trials | was really "nervous and shakened up. 
Madeline Was really a great help. | met her at a few other 
meets. They put me at ease and | got to talk to the girls and 
became good friends.” 

Esther was the lead-otf lady for the winning all black 
_mile relay team at the Pan-AM games in Cali, Colombia. 

As Esther continued to talk we were certain the veterans 
had made'a big Impression on her, “They made me realize,” 
she said, “that you have to have good poise, good conduct 
and not be conceited, just because you are the youngest. 
You can't think that you are this, that.or the ‘other, Just being 
with older girls, | really grew up fast,” she concluded. 

Wé were concerned .about her "relationship with girls 
from Other countries, 

“Did you have a chance to meet any girls from other 
countries, we asked her. “Yes, ! did,” she said. “! got a 
chance to talk with some girls from ‘Nigeria. | even gave 
sdéme of the girls a few of my workouts.”

STOCKHOLM, SWEDEN — 
Swedish Prime Minister Olof 
Palme seas the race problem 
in the U.S. as basically one of 
social_and economic reform.

Mr, Palme made these ob- 
servations during a recent in- 
terview in his Stockholm of- 
fice. Calm, unaffected and 
warmly cordial, the Prime 
Minister recalled how he had 
experienced white bigotry as 
f student in America more 
han 20 years ago. 

Speaking softly, he recon- 
structed the incident. “! was 
traveling in Mississippi by 
bus. When | entered, the bus 
was filled. At that time, of 
course, the seats in the back 
of the bus were reserved for 
colored people. Since there 
were only two. blacks on-the— 
bus, and many vacant seats, | 
went back and sat down. The 
anger of the white people in 
the other part of the bus 
shocked me. | guess they felt 
“it was highly improper for me, 
@ white person, to take the 
empty seats with the 
colored." 

The question of priorities 
in America rose, and Mr. 
Palme said: "America is such 
an enormously rich country. 
Put as a priority to lift up by 
social and economic reform, 
the black American, | have 
no doubts at all that it; the 
American democracy, would 
succeed." 

The Prime Minister dipio- 
matically questioned Ameri- 
ca's spending priorities and 
suggested that if the resour- 
ces for the war on space 
were used for the war on 
poverty, America would be 
better off as a people. 

“That's the only thing | 

have against the war on 
space,” Mr, Paime said. “it's 
@ marvelous achievement. if 
you decide on 
“something...like reaching the 
moon, it's quite possible. In a 
sense, it's easy because it’s a 
technical achievement. But 
on the moon, it’s a very 
peaceful place. You don't 
have human beings, class dif- 
ferences, color prejudice and 
all that.

And Environment Discussed

measure of inherited mental 
ability in a new book to 
which three University of 
Connecticut faculty members 
have contributed. One of 
them, Or. Robert Cancro, a 
professor of psychiatry at the 
U of C School of Medicine, is 
editor of the book, “In- 
telligence: Genetic and En- 
viromental  influences,;: 
published by Grune & Strat- 
ton, Inc. He is based in Hart- 
ford. 

The others are Drs. Benson 
E. Ginsburg, professor and 
head of the department of bi- 
obehavioral sciences, and 
William Ss. Laughlin, 
professor of biobehavioral 
sciences and anthropology, 
both at the main U of C cam- 
pus in Storrs. 

In his introductory chapter 
to part II of the book, Or. 
Cancro notes that “in- 
telligence will be defined dif- 
ferently in different cultures 
according to the values of 
that particular culture.” 

He also suggests that one’ 
could “definé intelligence as 
a complex trait which is 
measured, to some practical 
degree, by |,Q. (intelligence 
quotient) tests.” 

But, he argues, much of the 
debate over the ‘‘genetic 
contribution to intelligence” 
is “fruitless” and “much of 
the rancor" generated by this 
kind of discussion results 
from "common biological 
confusion.” 

While different groups of 
people obviously exhibit 
inherited differences, he 
Says, ‘this does not 
mean...(they)...aré innately 
different in the sense of im- 
mutability.” 

He indicates all sizeable 
groups of people, facing new 
environmental conditions and 
pressures on mating selec. 
tivity, have broad enough 
genetic backgrounds to. 
evolve equaily- well-in- new 


“In this sense,” Or. Cancro 
adds, ''most geneticists 
believe that all human gene 
pools are potentially equal,” 


This point echoes some of 
the studies done by the other 
two U of C contributors to 
the book. 

(A “gene pool" is the 
almost infinite variety of 
genes possessed by a 
Population group Genes, 
singly or in combination, 
transmit inherited Charac- 
teristics from- parents to off- 
Spring.) 

"One tragic erfor that 
frequently intrudes in the 
mind of man,” he writes with 
respect to inherited differan- 
ces between groups, “is the 
confusion of difference with 
relative inferiority.” 

Somewhat along the same 
lines, Drs. Ginsburg and 
Laughlin suggest, in the 
chapter on which they 
collaborated, that when most 
conditions of development, 
motivation, and education are 
the same for two athnic 
groups, then most 1.0. dif- 
ferences between them will 
disappear, on average 

For example, blacks and’ 
whites in the U.S. now have 
different “mean” (similar to 
average) |.O. scores, with 
whites 10 to 15 points higher 

But Drs. Ginsburg and 
Laughlin point out, citing 
Studies by others, a similar 
diffarence resulted when 
Jewish childres. born and 
raised in European and 
Oriental setting, were tested 
for 1.0. Jewish éhildren of 
European background had 
significantly higher scores, 
on average 

Some years later, about 
1200 of these Jewish 
childres, split between 
European and Oriental paren- 
tage, were tested for |.O/ The 
difference between them on 
mean |.Q. scores had been 
eliminated 

The important new factor 
was that all 1200 youngsters 
in the latter group had been 
born and grown up in Kibbut- 
zum -- the Israeli type of 
agricultural settlement where 
children are cared for-on a 
communal basis. 

Drs. Ginsburg and 
Laughlin note that the 
mothers of these children all 
had about the same level of

Ors. Ginsburg and 
Laughlin argue that too much 
emphasis had been placed 
on. the inherited nature 
(“heritability”) of intelligence 
by such people as Jensen. 
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Scientist Tells 
Best Way To 


Treat Colds 


'f you are an average 
American, more likely -than 
Not you become a victim of 
the common cold about three 
times each year, Have you 
ver thought about what a 
cold actually is? 

Or. Linus Pauling, the 
Nobel prize-winning. scientist 
and author describes the 
common cold as an inflam- 
mation of the upper 
respiratory tract caused by 
infection with a virus, This in- 
fection, he explains, alters 
the physiology of the mucous 
membrane of the nose, the 
paranasal sinuses, -and the 
throat. 

However, after exposure to 
the virus, some people are 
more likely to develop a cold 
than others, Fatigue, chilling 
of the body, and the 
presence of irritating sub- 
stances in the air are con- 
tributing factors, but, accor- 
ding to Or. Pauling, they are 
Not as important as generally 
believed. 

Atter a few days the tissues 
of the nose and throat of the 
cold victim, weakened by the 
virus infection, often are in- 
vaded by bacteria. This 
secondary infection may 
Spread to sinuses, middle 


* ear, tonsils, pharynx, Jarynx, 


bronchi, and the lungs. 
Control of the common 


cold has been tound to 
prevent more serious 
diseases from developing. 
Most physicians recom- 
mend an uncomplicated 
regimen of rest, aspirin, mild 
nose drops or a nasal 
such a8 Neo-Synephrine to 
relleve nasal congestion, 
drinking fruit juices or water, 
eating a simple and nutritious 
diet, and preventing irritants 
Such as tobacco smoke from 
entering the respiratory tract, ~ 
However, Dr. Pauling 
believes that most colds can 
be prevented or largely 
ameliorated by diet alone, He 
advocates the use of ascor- 
bic acid (Vitamin C) which he 
Says |s a food, an essential 
one for all himan beings, 
Physician-critios of Dr. 
Pauling's book, “Vitamin C 
And The Common Cold", 
claim that-there is insufficient 
or unconvincing scientitic 
evidence to support the 
book's thesis_that massive 
amounts of vitamin C can 
Prevent, lessen; or cure a 
cdid. Some also question the 
Possibility-of whether ascor- 
bic acid can be overused. Dr. 
Pauling Insists that “essen. 
tially the only warning that 
needs to be: made about 
vitamin C is a possible 
laxative action.” 


Medical Care 


Is In A 


Three out of four heads of 
American families agree that 
there is a “crisis” in medical 
care today: Three out of four 
siso agree that a national 
health insurance program, 
patterned on Medicare but 
extending benefits to the 
total population rather than 
only those 65 and over, 
would bring more or better 
health care to people of low 
and moderate income 
However, there is wide dis- 
agreement on whether such 
@ program should be adopt- 
ed; a sizeable minority--42 
per cent--oppose it 

Research authors reported 
their findings of a first-phase 
study, "The Public's View of 
the Crisis in Medical Care,” 
which appeared in a special 
Issue of the. Econamic- and. 
Business Bulletin, published 
by Temple University. The 
report was based on the 
reponses of a total of 3,232 
family heads\to a health 
opinions questionnaire in- 
cluded in the survey. 

Among other findings of 
the survey: 

Most household heads (92 
per cent) believe that “all 
people have a right to good 
medical care,"’ and most 
favor the current Medicare 
Program so long as it is con-

fined to the aged. 

Many however, are not 
ready to assume the costs 
and .other.problems. of exten- 
ding Medicare coverage to 
the total population, or even 
fo those who cannot afford 
Private health coverage, 

While onty-6—per cent 
would abolish Medicare, 42 
percent would keep it “as it 
is," 34 per cent would extend 
it to those under 65 who can. 
not afford private health in- 
surance, and only 18 percent 
favor its extension to 
everyone 

Opponents of Medicare ex- 
tension agree with such 
Statements as “It will inter- 
fere with the right of each 
doctor to treat his patient as 
he sees fit," “It will result-in 
too much government 
regulation,” “It will result in 
the overuse of medical care,” 
and “It will mean a longer 
wait to, see a doctor.” 

Nol surprisingly, .con- 
sumers of different races, 
ges, and income levels hold 
differing views on the exten- 
sion of Medicare to the total 
population. Support for such 
extension is greatest among 
non-whites, and opposition to 
it is strongest among whites, 
especially those over 65,

An Educational Breakthrough? 


In” @ ruling that may eventually 
change the nation's long- 
established, arid inequitable system 
of financing its public schools, a 
special panel of three federal 
judges, last week, declared uncon- 
stitutional, the Texas method of 
financing its public schools. 

The system, which the judges 
found, was based on the local 
property tax, as are most of the 
nation's public schoo! systems, with 
the exception of those in Hawaii, 
discriminates against children .who' 
live. in poorer communities, and 
therefore violates the 14th Amend- 
ment's equal protection of the laws. 

The case, of course, is sure to be 

_ appealed to the U.S. Supreme Court, 
and may call for one of the most 
critical decisions’ to be made by 
President Nixon’s newly-restructured 
court, S, 

The outcome will apply to virtually 
every state_in the union, including 
Ohio, Educators regard it as the 
most crucial test ever in the area of.

Lest We Forget 


There are those in almost every com- 
munity whose memories are not short, 
and whose sense of loss is just as 
peognant as it was that fatal April 4, 1966 
when ne tell at the hands of an assassin 
in the prime of his life ond at the apex of 
the non-violent protest through which he 
had aroused the conscience of the 
civilized. world. 

But for many of us, new values and 
new heroes have already obscured the 
magniticent contributions of Martin 
Luther King, Jr., whose greatest con- 
tribution, in retrospect, was not so much 
a change in the racism that permeates 
our society, bul in the change in Negroes 
themselves. 

Where once they were virtually in- 
visible, they have now become blatantly 
visible-in bars, restaurants, boards of

Because of Dr. King, American blacks 
have had to reevaluate their former slave 
philosophy, one that permitted them to 
be satisfied with leftovers at the back 
door rather than demanding full serving 
at the family dinner table.

With filing date for candidates in Ohio 
February 2, this leaves only three weeks

One of the.big decisions that must be 
made sdon1& who-will-run for what of- 
fice. One decision already made is the 
candidacy of Justice Lloyd Brown for the 
seat on the Ohio Supreme Court to 
which he was appointed by Governor 
John Gilligan, Justice Brown's petitions 
were in circulation before he was sworn 
in last Saturday, January 8. 

Raiph Tyler, Republican Service Direc- 
tor of Cleveland for four years under 
Mayor Carl Stokes, and still serving un- 
der Republican Mayor Ralph Perk, must 
decide whether he will accede to his 
party's call.and. run for.

The jim-crow educational system in the 
South did not actually cease to exist un- 
tit 1968 when Southern politicians and 
educators finally ran out of legal tricks to 
stall and delay implementation of the 
historic Supreme Court ruling of seven- 
teen years ago. 

lronically, it has developed that it has 
been easier to develop some sort of 
balance between white and black pupils 
in southern schools than in those of the 
north, even though many southern 
parents tried to divert their children to 
either private schools, or pseudo-private 
schools set up and operated with state 
tax funds, One reason was that in their 
earliest efforts to beat back school in- 
tegration, many southern states had un- 
dertaken a massive program of up: 
grading its all-black schools, and in 
numerous instances, when a white child 
found himself transferred to a formerly 
all-black school, the facility was likely to 
be a new, better - equipped plant than 
he one he had been attending. 

Soon the emphasis—and the loudest 
static-moved northwards, where, under 
the old neighborhood concept, public 
schools, especially in the big cities, wefe 
becoming more and more all-black. 

But the real explosion came when the 
weapons written into law to force the in- 
tegration of public schools moved in on 
northern cities, aided and abetted by the 
requirements that buses become man- 
datory to achieve racial balance in the 
schools. 

Though northern cities had ample op- 
portunity to make gradual change, they 
were content to let the southland take 
the brunt of the thrust, while northern 
educators and school administrators did 
virtually nothing. 

When President Nixon entered the 
White House, widespread busing to bring 
about desegregation was reaching its. 
crux, and the pressures on both the 
President and Congress from northern 
white parents and organizations began 
to escalate. 

President Nixon's response was a flat 
statement. On August 3rd, last year he 
said: 

“| have consistently opposed the 
busing of our nation’s children simply for 
the sake of busing.” 

Now while the President can insist that 
government do not one bit more than is 
required by law to encourage busing, he 
can't change the law, and court, after 
‘court, was continuing to rule for busing. 

So white parents have stepped up their 
pressure on members of Congress to 
change the law. This is what is about to 
confront the Congress as it opens it 
election-year sessions beginning on 
January 18, and which just might 
develop into one of the most explosive 
politicat issues inthe coming presiden- 
tial campaign. 

Before the Senate, for example, is an 
anti-busing bill co-authored by Senator 
Sam J. Ervin of North Carolina, a 
Democrat, and Senator Howard H, 
Bakers and Senator William E. Brock of 


Ilinois, both Republicans. The bill offers

Of course, this will not be surprising, 
as the Democrats, despite the heavy 
Negro vote they depend upon, have 
never placed a Black person on their 
County_ticket_except for judicial posts, 
And this was first done two years ago. 

With the final passage of the 
Congressional redistricting bill stated for 
next week, Congressman Louis “Stokes 
will know just what the boundaries of his 
district are. Of course Stokes will run for 
reelection. He should have no serious 
opposition. “ 

At the State legislative level, there 
Should be Some interesting contests. The 
Republicans are expected to file a cam- 
plete state of legislative candidates. 
There are some present Democratic en- 
cumbents who could be in trouble this 
year. 

The trend of Negro voters away trom 
the Democratic Party is encouraging the 
Republicans to be more serious and 
liberal in making up their slate this year. 
The presence. of Negroes on their ticket 
could be’ an attraction for Black voters. 

One of the biggest decisions Negroes 
must make this year is whether they will 
be serious about registering. Despite all 
the political gains we have made in the 
past ten years, we still haven't been able 
to get a majority of our people to register 
and vote, 

Since our people vote heaviest in 
presidential years, the chances are good 
that registration will be heavy. If it is, the 
chances are good that a record number 
of Negro candidates will be elected. 

With the emphasis of the Civil Rights 
Movement shifting to politics, this year's 
élections will be the first test of this 
movement. ~ 

With no national leader to rally behind, 
the political leadership this year will 
have to be at the state and_city level. 
With 1413. Negroes.in.Congress anda 
record number of Black mayors in office, 
it is out-of these ranks that political 
leadership should emerge. 

‘With the Negro vote crucial in many 
States, you can expect the many 
presidential candidates to make-a big 
play for Black votes. Therefore, the 
political decisions we make will be 
crucial. If we make the right ones, we 
will take a big step towards freedom.

Busing Battle 
Confronts Congress 


a series of amendments to a House- 
passed bill to strengthen the enfor- 
cement powers of the Equal Employment 
Opportunity Commission, and which 
Stipulate that once the federal courts 
have détermined that a school district 
has a open admissions policy, the courts 
would have not further jurisdiction to or- 
der busing to achieve racial balance. 

The boys have selected a time when 
the Congressional atmosphere is most 
favorable for their clever scheme, It finds 
a number of otherwise liberal democratic 
Senators scrambling for the brass ring of 
a presidential nomination, with the 
realization that to defend school busing 
at this time is nothing short of political 
suicide to their ambitions. 

Militant white parent organizations are 
behind a widespread mail champaign 
aimed at Northern congressmen in sup- 
port of a constitutional“ amendment, 
sponsored by Senator Robert P. Griffith 
(R-Mich) which says: “This. Constitution 
shall not be construed to require that 
pupils be assigned or transported to 
public school’on the basis of their race, 
color, religion or national origin.” 

At the same time’ another busing fight 
is expected in the Senate where impor- 
tant educational bills are tied up because 
the House tacked on anti-busing amend- 
ments which the Senate is reluctant to 
act upon. 

The fate of busing as a means to en- 
force integration in our public. schools 
certainly hangs in precarious balance.

_HOUSING SCANDAL BREAKS — 


Newspaper stories and Congressional 
hearings have revesied 8 housing mort- 
gage scandal‘. Detroit that could wind 
up costing taxpayers $200 million. And 
there is reason io believe that sum may 
go higher if, as suspected, other. cities in 
the nation share the Detroit experience. 

But the real loss can't be. measured in 
dollars. The real. loss is in the damaged 
confidence, dashed hopes and -biunted 
aspirations of more than 20,000 families 
who trusted in federal programs only to 
be thrown to the wolves. They thought 
they were getting better housing, but 
because real estate speculators were in 
collusion with some housing inspectors, 

—they-wound-up with detective housing: 

Unable to afford the repairs or the in- 
tlated prices on homes bought with 
federal guarantees, they lost everything 
they had. Meanwhile, real estate 
Speculators made a fortune by selling 
bad housing at high prices. According to 
one witness at the Congressional 
‘hearing, forty percent of Detroit is 
speculator-dominated. ‘ 

The Detroit disaster, which affects 
more than 20,000 families who trusted a 
federal program and then lost their 
homes, could easily have been averted. 
All that was necessary was for adequate 
counseljing to families-using the federal 
Programs. The 1968 Housing Act 
provides for such counselling, although 
very little money was made available for 
it. But families getting federal subsidy 
need the counselling and other services 
necessary to compete in the very com- 
petitive and speculator-tilled housing 
field. 

The message trom the Detroit fiasco is 
loud and clear: counselling is essential 
to the success of subsidy programs. 
When it is absent tax money fills the 
pockets of crooked speculators and poor 
people still don't ge* decent housing.

Who Speaks For Blacks? 


Many times over the past decade there 
have been questions and conversation of 
who speaks for the black man. The 
course of the movement towards civil 
rights, and the aims, goals; and am- 
bitions of many of those engaged in the 
struggle has given rise to many sides 
and—shades— of rhetoric over the 
spokesmen. Actually those who give 
thoughts or voice to the question or the 
answer are engaged in an exercise in 
futility or useless contravention. The 
black man speaks for ‘himself as is the 
case with all. men inthis country. 
Whatever he does, wherever he goes, 
whatever he says, sets the tone and 
direction for how he wants to go about 
the business of developing a life for him- 
self and his family. 

There are constraints, however, 
against how far man can go without 
abridging the rights of others and sub- 
sequently reducing the areas of freedom 
for all, both individually and collectively. 
The aggressive nature of man and the 
complexities of an urban society have 
endangered and constructed the four 
freedoms which have been the basis for 
our constitutional government. The role 
of the black man is rapidly becoming the 
catalytic agent for improving our society 
froma deliberately contrived imperfect 
democracy to one of equality and equity 
under law. : 


From the beginning. history of the, 


United States the people Nave been fed 
the doctrine of the four freedoms; 
namely, the freedom of speech, the 
freedom of the press, the freedom of 
peaceful assembly, and the freedom of 
the ordinary pursuit of happiness without 
the yoke of oppressive government 
stifling normal expectations. A fifth 
freedom was later added which is rapidly 
becoming more meaningful than all of 
the others. | speak of freedom from fear.

This: nation-wide experiment, cated 
the Housing Allowance Experiment 
Program, will provide for cash payments 
to about 10,000 families to heip them pay 
the rent on apartments in the open 
market. The subsidy will be based on the 
gap between what they earn and what 
their rent is. The program's backers hope 
that such a program will provide more 
and better housing for poor people, and 
at less cost than federally-buik housing 
projects. 

Whether this program will prove to be 
an aid to the poor family’s quest for 
decent housing or whether it will 
become another boondoggle for real 
estate speculators may depend upon the 
extent to which adequate provision for 
counselling is built into the program. 

The reliance upon “voluntarism"™ or 
upon the better instincts of landowners 
and building developers is misplaced in 
the face of the Detroit mortgage scan- 

is. Many people will see the new 
program -- as they saw the Detroit 
situation —as an unregulated creation of 
new demand -for housing. The vultures 
will be back again — bilking poor people 
out of the housing that’s rightfully theirs 
and stealing tax money to boot. 

in dollar terms alone, a program of 
counselling for subsidy recipient makes 
sense. It could have saved $200 million 
in Detroit. But perhaps even more impor- 
tant, it could save the experiment — and 
other federal programs — from failure, 

Without counselling assistance to en- 
sure a ‘fair chance in getting decent 
housing, thousands of people will be at 
the mercy of a none-too-fair marketplace, 
and will be victims of a cruel and tragic: 
hoax.

cohesiveness consistent with good living 
and Christian ethic. Each man and each 
family should set a standard designed to 
close the gap between black potential 
and realization.

ANSWER: No. An application for social 
security retirement benetits can be

ANSWER: Sorry, but no exceptions 
can be made to the age 22 cutoff for 
student benefits. Your benefits are-inten- 
ded to replace some of the support you 
lost because of your parent's death, 
retirement, or disability, The benefits are 
intended to be paid as long as it is 
reasonable to assume that you would be 
supported by your family. The law sets 
age 22 as the upper limit.

American public schools. 
They demanded a black 
curriculum, the right to fly 
their own black flag; they 
said in no uncertain terms 
that they didn’t want fascist 
white teachers and white ad- 
ministrators to continue to 
misguide their ‘'so-called" 
@ducation. They asked for 
black teac:.Ire with black 
minds. 

Thal 2h potiticat 
awareness shown by the 
black high school student 
was the greatest achievement 
of 1971. We can expect from 
this group of young people a 
new leadership with clearer 
visions and with greater 
determination for African 
freedom and liberation. 

There was another major 
development in the black 
struggle in 1971, It was not 
since the 1920's and Marcus 
Garvey that black people 
became aware of the 
significance of Africa in the 
black man's struggle for 
liberation. 

We saw. hundreds of black 
people return to the 
homeland for communion 
and future development of 
Pan African communications 
and relations. Whitney 
Young, a longtime fighter for 
human._justice, died in 
Nigeria. This was no ac- 
cident. Everywhere across 
the world black people are 
looking to the African con- 
tinent as the land ‘base for 
the advancement of the 
struggle for black liberation. 

The liberation struggle in 
southern Africa’ grew more 
critical, but we had some 
major victories, Guinea, un- 
der the able leadership of 
Sekou Toure’, was abje to 
ward off a Portuguese in- 
vasion, which was again 
masterminded by the

American CIA and “friends.” 
The freedom fighters in 
southern Africa, particularly 
Mozambique and Angola, 
made real progress. The Por- 
tuguese are on the run in 
spite of American and other 
western imperialist support. 
The Portuguese are onty able 
to maintain their dominance 
over African people through 
the support of America and 
western Europe.

Understanding the status 
of the black struggle in 1971, 
let us resolve in 1972 to do 
more than wish. It has been a 
practice for black people at 
the advice of white people to 
make a bunch of empty 
wishes at the beginning of a 
new year. 

WE CAN'T WISH OUR 
WAY TO FREEDOM!" It 
doesn't make sense for us to” 
close our eyes and wish that 
white folk would stop beating 
and oppressing us; that the 
Columbus Police Dept. will, 
out of some moral generosity 
and genuine humanity, stop 
terrorizing our neigh- 
borhoods and our women, 
men, and children. 

No. matter how hard we 
wish, America and Europe 
WILL NOT. VOLUNTARILY 
cease- to exploit-the gold, 
diamonds, ° chromium, 
uranium, and other vital 
resources of Africa. It is in 
the white man’s political and 
economic interest to exploit 
black peoples. 

No, it is not enough to 
make empty wishes for 1972. 

In 1972 then, let us talk 
realistically about what we 
CAN DO as black people to 
advance the struggle for 
black liberation. 

First of all, let us all 
recognize that we are now 
marking time, We are trying 
to survive today so that we 
can fight-tomorrow.. What we 
must do in 1972 is try to keep 
from losing ground-try to 
keep from going backwards. 
We must continue the fight to 
liberate the MINDS of our 
YOUNG people. 

This should include a con- 
tinuous denunciation and 
rejection of the white 
NATIONALIST brainwashing 
Programs of the public 
schools. We must con- 
tinue to find ways to 
break ~ the raciz. 
shackles that white 
nationlists insist on 
putting on our children's 
minds. : 

We must all realize that 
every black child-is a poten- 
tial Maicolm X, Kwame 
Nkrumah, Patrice Lumumba, 
Toussaint L'Ouverture, 
Harriet Tubman, Mary 


McLeod Bethune, Angela 
Davis, or a Khufu (Cheops), 
the builder and architect of 
the great Pyramid, and 
African House of Knowledge.

The Freshman Foundation 
Program offers services ‘to 
help minority students suc- 
ceed in college and after- 
ward. These services include 
financial_.aid,..guidance 
couseling, a tutorial program, 
special courses-in- English 
and mathematics, and 
academic advisement.’ 

The first group of students 
entered the program in the 
autumn quarter, 1971. Of the 
500 enrolled, approximately 
85 percent.are black and the 
rest are Appalachian white, 
Puerto Rican, or members of 
other minorities. 

More than 450 high school 
seniors are being recruited 
for autumn and winter quar- 
ters, 1972, Willis said. The Of- 
fice of Minority Affairs is 
seeking “highly motivated 
Students and students with 
potential,” he said. 

“We're visiting the same 
high schools Minority Affairs 
visited last year. However; we 
would be more than glad to 
visit other schools which 
have minority students who 
might be interested .in the 
program..or who are in- - 
terested in attending Ohio 
State,""he said. 

Accompanying Willis oc- 
casionally-is-one-of-a-group 
of university students who 
aid in the recruiting effort. 
“The high school students 
tend to ask the university 
students more questions 
about-social life on-campus, 
while they ask me questions 
on financial aid, application 
Procedures, and living 
arrangements in that order,” 
Willis said. 

All students interested in 
becoming part of the Fresh- 
man Foundation Program for 
the 1972-73 school year must 
have their applications in the 
Office of Minority Affairs by 
March 1, 1972.

This kind of jay ting is essentially non-historical. It- 
belongs to the history modern art only to the extent that 
the contemporary pai found in‘ its tribal realism an ar- 
chaic mode of looking @t things, aXd felt that the reality it 
defined had a “magical” quélity. But'in referring to “magical 
reality” | am speaking |from the point of view of history, 
culture, and style. j= s 

New Primitives 
The new primitives do not feel their reality to be 
magical;, they are that ‘neir paintings are real 
images or reality. They not dout- the solidity of objects, 
since the-objacts became maaningfu: to them only once they 
are painted. “Definition” and ‘\j,ature!’ thus become 
curiously the same. ' 

Not so for the modern, the tribal artist. He had left 
the realm of things behind him, and from his detachment he 
saw it as something alien, disquieting, something he had 
lost, which surrounded him on ail sides. It Stood there as an 
enigma. To probe the enigma he had to define the “magical 
reality” from his own human perspective. It was necessary 
for him to invent images lof objects which made them real to 
his mind and soul. And of this necessity in which he 
found himself he was led, amazed, and deeply moved by 
the archaic definition of things in the.works of Rousseau and 
the other new primitives.|

| will return to Cliff Clay of Cleveland; whose work too is 
tribal, and has a naive sart of magicg! sense. But unlike Her- 
shfield who was taunted by the perfgct woman, Clay is lured 


on by the spirit of the American West. 

And while Clay has, of course, done canvas painting, he 
is now gaining fecognition primarily. for his animal skin pain- 
ting. This, in itself, is unusual. But what's really extraordinary

the open prairie, and was drifting steadily westward.*Along 
the way he was painting images of scenes and moods which 
the West spontaneously evoked in him -— ranches, reser- 
vations, howling coyotes, herds of rampagifig buffalo. 

When it came to branding time, Clay was asked to paint 
the designs on the steers. “It was the best thing that could 
have happened to me,” Clay says. 

He found he had a novel medium to work in and explore 
to play out his images. He's still at it now, about 120 finished 
skins later. ‘

Saw.when a band of gazelles ran across a plain,” Clay said.

reality defined itself in.emblems made of the most vivid mat- 
ter. | 
As to be expected, Clay was not so interested in ar- 
ticulatifig this primitive quality. He'was estatic however, that 
the kids at St. Thomas liked his paintings and liked him. 


Told Stories - 


Clay, his eyes like bright candies, began telling them 
stories about the West. Like the one about Bob. Lemons, 
tracker without peer, who would Strip himself of clothes and 
human scent, mingle with a herd of mustang horses, 
somehow become their: leader,.and guide them into tapture. 

Or the one about Deadwood Dick, or the one about the 
wolf that couldn't be. caught. The same myths that are 
magically embodied on his skins, The kids went wild about 
Bob Lemons. 

Cliff Clay will have an exhibit of his most beautiful skin 
paintings opening jin Denver in two weeks. He undoubtedly 
will be| given further recognition as a tribal artist of unusual 
distinction.
